1t Is of little use to argue about
who 18 to blame for this situa,
tion, What I& needed Is to realize
the situation and to set about In

phrase Presldent Cleveland's ef-
fective aphorism, we are face to
face with a condition of govern-
ment—-not a theory of governd
ment—we shall be in a frame of
mind that will enable ug to deal
with the coming Presidentlal
problem intelligently.

WHAT ELIHU ROOT SAID.

From December, 18980, untll
General Wood came out of Cuba
In May, 1902, I kept track of
what was done, and studied the
subject as carefully as any busi-
nesge man ever studied his own
business or any lawyer ever
studled a cuse which he was to
try. I went to Cuba three times
and went all around the Island
und visited the camps and the
army posts and the prisons and
hospitals and asylums and the
schools and public works; 1
talked with everybody 1 could
get hold of, and got all the in-
formation I could get by conver-
sation with soldiers and civillans
and Americans and Cubans, I
read the reports and 1 directed
the course of the government In
Cuba, and I knew what was go-
Ing on; and I feel under a debt
of the greatest gratitude to Gen-
eral Wood for what T think is
one of the most conspicnous and
meritorious pleces of work ever
done by an American.

Lord Cromer, the greatest
colonial administrator that Great
Britain has produced, who put
modern Egypt on its feet, and
whose two volumes on the Egyp-
tian problem are the master
work on colonial government in
the Hnglish or, for that matter,
in any other language, Is report-
ed by Erlc Fisher Wood to have
#ald that “Leonard Wood's work
in Cuba was the best colonial .
work of the century, that he was
the only man in the world who
was completely fitted to carry on
the work which Cromer himself
had initlated in Egypt, and that
he only regretted that Wood was
an American and not a British
subject."

FAIR PLAY FOR ALL.

And, finally, Theodore Roose-
velt, who If he were alive and
well, would undoubtedly be elect-
el president next November, con-
firmed In 1917, what he sald as
follows in 1908 :

Leonard Wood four years ago
went down to Cuba, hag served
there ever since, has rendered
services to that country of the
kind which, if performed 3,000
years ago, would have made him
# hero mixed up with the sun
god in various ways: a man who
devoted his whole life through
those four years, who thought of
nothing else, did nothing else,
save to try to bring up the stand-
ard of political and soclal life in
that island, to teach the people
after four centurles of misrule
that there were such things as
governmental rightepusness and
honesty and fair play for all men
on their werlts as men,

The testimony of these three
witnesses is high praise, Indeed.
But might it not at least lead us
to read the records and ask our-
selves: If what we renlly want
is to have our Government reor-
ganized on a plane of efflelency,
with competent men appointed
who will work ably and har-
monlously to give us a falr re-
tprn for our taxes, do we need to
look much farther for a Presl
dent than Leonard Wood?
